PAID  UP  OIL  AND  GAS  LEASE 

(Crestwood) 

THIS  LEASE  AGREEMENT  (this  "Lease")  is  made  as  of  the  3rd  day  of  September,  2008,  by  and  between  Robert 
Van  Nest  Traphagen  and  wife,  Barbara  Darwin  Traphagen,  whose  address  is  621 N.  Bailey  Avenue,  Fort 
Worth,  Tx  76107,  as  Lessor,  and  FOUR  SEVENS  ENERGY  CO.,  LLC,  201  Main  Street,  Suite  1455,  Fort 
Worth,  Texas  76102,  as  Lessee.  All  printed  portions  of  this  lease  were  prepared  by  the  part]y  hereinabove  named  as 
Lessee,  but  all  other  provisions  (including  the  completion  of  blank  spaces)  were  prepared  jointly  by  Lessor  and 
Lessee. 

1 .  Leased  Premises,  In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  paid  upon  execution  of  this  Lease,  and  the  covenants 
herein  contained,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the  following  described  land, 
hereinafter  called  the  leased  premises:

in  Tarrant  County,  Texas,  containing  .4609  gross  acres,  more  or  less  (including  any  intere  ;ts  therein  which  Lessor 
may  hereafter  acquire  by  reversion,  prescription  or  otherwise),  for  the  purpose  of  exploring  for,  developing, 
producing  and  marketing  oil  and  gas.  For  purposes  of  this  Lease,  "oil  and  gas"  means  oil,  gas  and  other  liquid  and 
gaseous  hydrocarbons  and  their  constituent  elements  produced  through  a  well  bore.  "Oil"  includes  all  condensate, 
distillate  and  other  liquid  and  gaseous  hydrocarbons  produced  through  a  well  bore.  "Gas"  includes  only  those  gases 
associated  with  hydrocarbons.  Expressly  excluded  from  this  Lease  are  lignite,  coal,  sulfur;  and  other  like  minerals. 
The  leased  premises  shall  include  all  strips  and  gores,  streets,  easements,  highways  and  alleyways  adjacent  thereto. 
Lessor  agrees  to  execute  at  Lessee's  request  any  additional  or  supplemental  instruments  reasonably  necessary  for  a 
more  complete  or  accurate  description  of  the  leased  premises.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  amount  of  any 
shut-in  royalties  hereunder,  the  number  of  gross  acres  specified  above  shall  be  deemed  correct,  whether  actually 
more  or  less. 

2.  Term.  This  Lease  is  a  "paid  up"  lease  requiring  no  rentals.  Subject  to  the  other  provisions  contained  herein, 
this  Lease  shall  be  for  a  term  of  thirty-six  (36)  months  from  the  date  hereof  (the  "primary  term"),  and  for  as  long 
thereafter  as  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby  are  produced  in  commercial  paying  quantities  from  the 
leased  premises  or  from  lands  pooled  therewith,  or  this  Lease  is  otherwise  maintained  ijn  effect  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  hereof.  Lessor,  for  itself  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  hereby  grants  Lessee!  an  option  to  extend  the 
primary  term  of  this  Lease  for  one  additional  period  of  two  (2)  years  from  the  end  of  the  prtimary  term  by  paying  or 
tendering  to  Lessor  prior  to  the  end  of  the  primary  term  bonus  consideration  of  $20,000.00  per  net  mineral  acre  as 
calculated  to  the  center  of  adjoining  streets,  alleys,  rights-of-way  and  easements,  and  with  the  extension  to  otherwise 
be  on  other  terms  and  conditions  as  granted  for  the  primary  term  of  this  Lease. 

3.  Royalty.  Royalties  on  oil,  gas  and  other  substances  produced  and  saved  hereunder  shall  be  paid  by  Lessee  to 
Lessor  as  follows:  (a)  for  oil  and  other  liquid  hydrocarbons  separated  at  Lessee's  separator  facilities,  the  royalty 
shall  be  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  of  such  production,  to  be  delivered  at  Lessee's  option  tio  Lessor  at  the  wellhead 
or  to  Lessor's  credit  at  the  oil  purchaser's  transportation  facilities,  provided  that  Lessee  sfrall  have  the  continuing 
right  to  purchase  such  production  at  the  wellhead  market  price  then  prevailing  in  the  sarr(e  field  (or  if  there  is  no 
such  price  then  prevailing  in  the  same  field,  then  in  the  nearest  field  in  which  there  is  such  a  prevailing  price)  for 
production  of  similar  grade  and  gravity;  and  (b)  for  gas  (including  casinghead  gas)  and  all  other  substances  covered 
hereby,  the  royalty  shall  be  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  of  the  proceeds  realized  by  Lessee  from  the  sale  thereof,  less 
a  proportionate  part  of  production,  severance  or  other  excise  taxes,  provided  that  Lessee  shall  have  the  continuing 
right  to  purchase  such  production  at  the  prevailing  wellhead  market  price  paid  for  production  of  similar  quality  in 
the  same  field  (or  if  there  is  no  such  price  then  prevailing  in  the  same  field,  then  in  the  nearest  field  in  which  there  is 
such  a  prevailing  price)  pursuant  to  comparable  purchase  contracts  entered  into  on  the  sa|me  or  nearest  preceding 
date  as  the  date  on  which  Lessee  commences  its  purchases  hereunder.  Lessor's  right  to  repeive  its  royalty  share  of 
production  is  superior  to  any  and  all  claims  made  after  the  effective  date  of  this  Lease. 

If  at  the  end  of  the  primary  term  or  any  time  thereafter  one  or  more  wells  on  the  leased  premises  or  lands 
pooled  therewith  are  capable  of  producing  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby  in  paying  quantities,  but 
such  well  or  wells  are  either  shut-in  or  production  therefrom  is  not  being  sold  by  Lessee,  such  well  or  wells  shall 
nevertheless  be  deemed  to  be  producing  in  paying  quantities  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  this  Lease.  A  well  that 
has  been  drilled  but  not  traced  within  eighteen  (18)  months  following  the  completion  of  Idrilling  shall  be  deemed 
incapable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities.  If  for  a  period  of  ninety  (90)  consecutive  days  such  well  or  wells  are 
shut-in  or  production  therefrom  is  not  being  sold  by  Lessee,  then  Lessee  shall  pay  shut-in  royalty  of  twenty  five 
dollars  ($25.00)  per  acre  then  covered  by  this  Lease  on  or  before  the  end  of  said  90-day  peiiod  and  thereafter  on  or 
before  each  anniversary  of  the  end  of  said  90-day  period  while  the  well  or  wells  are  shut-iti  or  production  therefrom 
is  not  being  sold  by  Lessee;  provided,  however,  that  if  this  Lease  is  otherwise  being  maintained  by  operations,  or  if 
production  is  being  sold  by  Lessee  from  another  well  or  wells  on  the  leased  premises  or  lahds  pooled  therewith,  no 
shut-in  royalty  shall  be  due  until  the  end  of  the  90-day  period  next  following  cessatipn  of  such  operations  or 
production.  This  Lease  may  not  be  maintained  in  force  and  effect  after  the  end  of  its  primary  term  solely  by  the 


payment  of  shut-in  royalties  for  a  longer  period  of  time  than  one  (1)  year,  or  for  shorter  periods  of  time  at  various 
intervals  not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate  three  (3)  years  in  all. 

It  is  agreed  between  the  Lessor  and  Lessee  that,  notwithstanding  any  language  hprein  to  the  contrary,  all 
oil,  gas  or  other  proceeds  accruing  to  the  credit  or  benefit  of  Lessor  under  this  Lease  or  by  s^ate  law  shall  be  without 
deduction  for  the  cost  of  producing,  gathering,  storing,  separating,  treating,  dehydrating,  cpmpressing,  processing, 
transporting,  or  marketing  the  oil,  gas  and  other  products  to  be  produced  under  the  Lease);  however,  in  the  event 
Lessee  determines  in  good  faith  that  it  can  obtain  a  higher  price  at  a  market  located  outside  jof  the  local  market,  and 
Lessee  incurs  transportation  costs  charged  by  an  unaffiliated  interstate  or  intrastate  gas  pipeline  in  order  to  enhance 
the  value  of  the  oil,  gas  or  other  products,  Lessor's  pro  rata  share  of  such  costs  may  be  deducted  from  Lessor's  share 
of  production.  In  no  event  shall  Lessor  ever  receive  a  price  that  is  less  than  the  price  to  be  Received  by  Lessee,  or  a 
price  less  than  the  price  that  could  have  been  obtained  from  a  sale  in  the  local  market.  Lessbe  agrees  to  provide  and 
make  available  to  Lessor  upon  written  request  Lessee's  records  maintained  or  utilized  in  connection  with  any  efforts 
to  enhance  the  value  of  the  oil,  gas  or  other  products  to  be  produced  pursuant  to  and  in  connection  with  this  Lease 
together  with  any  costs  paid  or  proceeds  received  by  Lessee  hereunder.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  parties  that  the 
provisions  of  this  section  are  to  be  fully  effective  and  enforceable  and  are  not  to  be  construed  as  "surplusage"  under 
the  principles  set  forth  in  Heritage  Resources  v.  NationsBank,  939  S.W.2d  1 18  (Tex.  1997). 1 

As  used  in  this  Lease,  an  "affiliate"  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  the  parent  company  or  a  subsidiary  of 
Lessee,  a  corporation  or  other  entity  having  common  ownership  with  Lessee,  a  partner  or  joint  venture  of  Lessee 
with  respect  to  the  ownership  or  operation  of  the  processing  plant,  a  corporation  or  other!  entity  in  which  Lessee 
owns  a  ten  percent  (10%)  or  greater  interest,  or  any  individual,  corporation  or  other  entity:  that  owns  a  ten  percent 
(10%)  or  greater  interest  in  Lessee. 

4.  Payments.  All  shut-in  or  other  royalty  payments  under  this  Lease  shall  be  paid  or  tjendered  to  Lessor  at  the 
above  address,  or  at  such  address  or  to  Lessor's  credit  at  such  depository  institution  as  Lessor  may  provide  written 
notice  of  from  time  to  time.  All  payments  or  tenders  may  be  made  in  currency  by  check  oj-  draft.  Lessee  shall  pay 
all  royalties  on  or  before  within  60  days  succeeding  the  month  of  production;  provided  however,  royalties  on  the 
first  month's  production  from  any  well  shall  not  be  due  and  payable  until  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  days  from  the 
date  of  first  production.  If  Lessee  shall  fail  to  pay  royalties  as  and  when  required,  Lessee  shjall  pay  Lessor  interest  at 
the  rate  if  one  and  a  half  percent  (1.5%)  per  month  (but  in  no  event  at  a  rate  greater  than  the  highest  rate  allowed  by 
law)  on  the  unpaid  royalties  from  the  date  such  royalties  were  due  to  be  paid  until  such  royalties  are  actually  paid  in 
full.  Initial  bonus  monies  shall  be  paid  to  Lessor  in  currency  by  check  or  draft  by  Lessee,  j 

5.  Continuous  Development  Obligations.  If  Lessee  drills  a  well  which  is  incapable!  of  producing  in  paying 
quantities  (a  "dry  hole")  under  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith,  or  if  all  production  (whether  or  not  in 
paying  quantities)  permanently  ceases  from  any  cause,  including  a  revision  of  unit  boundaries  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  6  or  the  action  of  any  governmental  authority,  then  in  the  event  thijs  Lease  is  not  otherwise 
being  maintained  in  force  it  shall  nevertheless  remain  in  force  if  Lessee  commences  operations  for  reworking  an 
existing  well  or  for  drilling  an  additional  well  or  for  otherwise  obtaining  or  restoring  production  on  the  leased 
premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  within  ninety  (90)  days  after  completion  of  operations  oft  such  dry  hole  or  within 
ninety  (90)  days  after  such  cessation  of  all  production.  If  at  the  end  of  the  primary  term,  <>r  at  any  time  thereafter, 
this  Lease  is  not  otherwise  being  maintained  in  force  but  Lessee  is  then  engaged  in  drilling,  reworking  or  any  other 
operations  reasonably  calculated  to  obtain  or  restore  production  therefrom,  this  Lease  shall  remain  in  force  so  long 
as  any  one  or  more  of  such  operations  are  prosecuted  with  no  cessation  of  more  than  ninely  (90)  consecutive  days, 
and  if  any  such  operations  result  in  the  production  of  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby,  as  long 
thereafter  as  there  is  production  in  paying  quantities  from  the  leased  premises  or  lands  oooled  therewith.  After 
completion  of  a  well  capable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities  hereunder,  Lessee  shall  drill  such  additional  wells  on 
the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  as  a  reasonably  prudent  operator  would  drill  under  the  same  or  similar 
circumstances  (a)  to  develop  the  leased  premises  as  to  formations  then  capable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities  on 
the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith,  or  (b)  to  protect  the  leased  premises  from  un<fompensated  drainage  by 
any  well  or  wells  located  on  other  lands  not  pooled  therewith.  If  this  Lease  is  maintained  beyond  the  expiration  of 
the  primary  term  by  production  or  otherwise,  it  will  remain  in  force  as  to  all  acreage  and  depths  as  long  as  there  is 
no  lapse  of  more  than  180  days  between  the  completion  of  one  well  and  the  commencemert  of  the  actual  drilling  of 
another  well.  The  commencement  of  actual  drilling  means  the  penetration  of  the  surface  with  a  drilling  rig  capable 
of  drilling  to  the  anticipated  total  depth  of  the  well.  After  a  well  is  commenced,  drilling  operations  must  continue 
with  diligence  and  in  a  good  and  workmanlike  manner  in  a  good  faith  effort  to  reach  the  anticipated  total  depth.  A 
well  will  be  deemed  to  have  been  completed  on  the  date  of  the  release  of  the  completion  rig  from  the  drillsite.  The 
permitted  time  between  wells  shall  be  cumulative  so  that  if  a  well  is  commenced  prior  to  the  date  it  is  required  to  be 
commenced,  the  number  of  days  prior  to  the  date  on  which  the  well  should  have  been  commenced  shall  be  added  to 
the  time  permitted  for  the  next  well.  There  shall  be  no  covenant  to  drill  exploratory  welfe  or  any  additional  wells 
except  as  expressly  provided  herein.  j 

6.  Pooling.  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  but  not  the  obligation  to  pool  all  of  the  leased  premises  or  interests 
therein  with  any  other  lands  or  interests,  as  to  any  or  all  depths  or  zones,  and  as  to  any  or  ill  substances  covered  by 
this  lease,  either  before  or  after  the  commencement  of  production,  whenever  Lessee  deems  it  necessary  or  proper  to 
do  so  in  order  to  prudently  develop  or  operate  the  leased  premises,  whether  or  not  similar  pooling  authority  exists 
with  respect  to  such  other  lands  or  interests;  provided,  however,  that  the  entire  leased  premises  covered  by  this 
Lease  shall  be  included  in  any  unit  created  pursuant  to  the  pooling  authority  granted  herein.  The  unit  formed  by 
such  pooling  for  an  oil  well  which  is  not  a  horizontal  completion  shall  not  exceed  eighty  (80)  acres  plus  a  maximum 
acreage  tolerance  often  percent  (10%),  and  for  a  gas  well  or  a  horizontal  completion  shall  not  exceed  three  hundred 
and  twenty  (320)  acres  plus  a  maximum  acreage  tolerance  often  percent  (10%).  For  the  ourpose  of  the  foregoing, 
the  terms  "oil  well"  and  "gas  well"  shall  have  the  meanings  prescribed  by  applicable  law  or  the  appropriate 
governmental  authority,  or,  if  no  definition  is  so  prescribed,  "oil  well"  means  a  well  with  an  initial  gas-oil  ratio  of 
less  than  100,000  cubic  feet  per  barrel  and  "gas  well"  means  a  well  with  an  initial  gas-oil  ratio  of  100,000  cubic  feet 
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or  more  per  barrel,  based  on  24-hour  production  test  conducted  under  normal  producing  conditions  using  standard 
lease  separator  facilities  or  equivalent  testing  equipment;  and  "horizontal  completion"  me  ins  a  well  in  which  the 
horizontal  component  of  the  gross  completion  interval  in  the  reservoir  exceeds  the  vertical  component  thereof.  In 
exercising  its  pooling  rights  hereunder,  within  ninety  (90)  days  of  first  production,  Lessee  shall  file  of  record  a 
written  declaration  describing  the  unit  and  stating  the  effective  date  of  pooling  which  may  be  retroactive  to  first 
production.  Production,  drilling  or  reworking  operations  anywhere  on  a  unit  which  includes  the  leased  premises 
shall  be  treated  as  if  it  were  production,  drilling  or  reworking  operations  on  the  leased  premises,  except  that  the 
production  on  which  Lessor's  royalty  is  calculated  shall  be  that  proportion  of  the  total  unit  production  which  the  net 
acreage  covered  by  this  Lease  and  included  in  the  unit  bears  to  the  total  gross  acreage  in  the  unit.  Pooling  in  one  or 
more  instances  shall  not  exhaust  Lessee's  pooling  rights  hereunder,  and  Lessee  shall  have  the  recurring  right  but  not 
the  obligation  to  revise  any  unit  formed  hereunder  by  expansion  or  contraction  or  both,  either  before  or  after 
commencement  of  production,  in  order  to  conform  to  the  well  spacing  or  density  pattern  prescribed  or  permitted  by 
the  governmental  authority  having  jurisdiction,  or  to  conform  to  any  productive  acreage  determination  made  by  such 
governmental  authority.  In  making  such  a  revision,  Lessee  shall  file  of  record  a  written  declaration  describing  the 
revised  unit  and  stating  the  effective  date  of  revision.  If  the  leased  premises  are  included  in  or  excluded  from  the 
unit  by  virtue  of  such  revision,  the  proportion  of  unit  production  on  which  royalties  are  payable  hereunder  shall 
thereafter  be  adjusted  accordingly.  In  the  absence  of  production  in  paying  quantities  from  a  unit,  or  upon  permanent 
cessation  thereof,  Lessee  may  terminate  the  unit  by  filing  of  record  a  written  declaration  describing  the  unit  and 
stating  the  date  of  termination.  Pooling  hereunder  shall  not  constitute  a  cross-conveyance  of  interests. 

All  properties  within  the  Crestwood  Addition  neighborhood  area  in  which  Lessee  has  the  right  so  to  do 
shall  be  pooled  into  a  proration  unit,  not  necessarily  the  same  proration  unit,  by  the  end  of  the  primary  term  or 
extension  thereof,  whether  or  not  an  actual  wellbore  is  located  beneath  each  particular  prope  ty.  For  purposes  of  this 
Paragraph  and  Lease,  the  "Crestwood  Addition  neighborhood"  means  that  area  so  designate.  1  within  the  general  area 
bounded  by  Rockwood  Park  Drive  on  the  north  and  west,  Greenwood  Cemetery  on  the  east  and  White  Settlement 
Road  on  the  south,  as  more  particularly  set  out  and  designated  "Crestwood  Addition"  on  plats  filed  of  public  record, 
and  hereinafter  referred  to  as  Crestwood. 


7.  Partial  Interests.  If  Lessor  owns  less  than  the  full  mineral  estate  in  all  or  any  part  oft  the 
royalties  and  shut-in  royalties  payable  hereunder  for  any  well  on  any  part  of  the  leased 
therewith  shall  be  reduced  to  the  proportion  that  Lessor's  interest  in  such  part  of  the  leased 
mineral  estate  in  such  part  of  the  leased  premises. 


8.  Assignment.  Prior  to  any  assignment  of  this  lease  or  any  rights  thereunder  Lessee  agrees  to  notify  Lessor  of 
the  name  and  address  of  the  proposed  assignee(s)  and  to  obtain  Lessor's  prior  written  consent,  which  consent  shall 
not  be  unreasonably  withheld  or  delayed,  provided  that  assignments  of  working  interests  lo  officers,  directors  and 
subsidiaries  of  Chesapeake  Exploration,  L.L.C.,  may  be  made  without  such  consent  sc  long  as  the  aggregate 
working  interest  in  this  lease  conveyed  by  all  such  assignments  does  not  exceed  a  ten 
interest.  Every  such  assignment  or  sublease  which  shall  be  made  without  the  written  consent  of  Lessor  first  had  and 
obtained  shall  be  void,  and  although  made  with  the  written  consent  of  Lessor,  any  such  assignment  or  sublease  shall, 
nevertheless,  be  void  unless  it  also  contains  a  limitation  in  favor  of  Lessor  requiring  that  the  written  consent  of 
Lessor  must  be  obtained  prior  to  any  further  assignment  or  subletting  of  the  rights  of  Lessee  hereunder.

9.  Depth  Limitation.  This  Lease  covers  only  those  depths  from  the  surface  down  to  100  feet  below  the  base  of 
the  stratigraphic  equivalent  of  the  Barnett  Shale  formation.  All  other  depths  are  herepy  saved,  excepted  and 
reserved  to  Lessor  and  excluded  herefrom. 

10.  Surface  Use.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  this  Lease,  Lessee,  it!,  successors  and  assigns 
shall  not  enter  upon  the  surface  of,  cross  over,  place  any  structure  or  building  upon,  or  conduct  any  operations, 
including  but  not  limited  to  geophysical/seismic  operations,  on  the  leased  premises.  Less«  e  shall  only  develop  the 
leased  premises  by  pooling,  as  provided  herein,  or  by  directional  or  horizontal  drilling  commenced  from  a  surface 
location  on  other  lands.  Lessee  shall  make  all  reasonable  efforts  not  to  use  residential  or  neighborhood  streets  or 
thoroughfares  in  developing  the  leased  premises,  except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  situation  (and  only  for  so  long 
as  said  emergency  exists)  or  only  if  Lessee  has  obtained  an  approved  truck  route  from  the]  City  of  Fort  Worth  that 
includes  such  streets. 

1 1 .  Water.  Lessee  shall  not  have  or  acquire  any  rights  in  and  to  the  water  from  the  leased  premises.  No  surface 
water  or  underground  fresh  water  from  the  leased  premises  will  be  used  for  any  reason.  Lessee  shall  comply  with  all 
applicable  rules  in  disposition  of  salt  water,  brine,  or  other  fluids  utilized  in  or  resulting  from  operations,  and  shall 
not  cause  or  permit  any  such  substances  to  damage  or  pollute  the  surface  of  the  leased  premises  or  any  fresh  water 
sands  lying  thereunder.  The  leased  premises  shall  not  be  used  for  salt  water  disposal,  hauling  by  truck  or  removal 
by  pipeline.  1 


12.  Noise.  Noise  levels  associated  with  Lessee's  operations  related  to  the  drilling, 
of  wells  shall  be  kept  to  a  reasonable  minimum,  taking  into  consideration  reasonably 
technology  in  the  oil  and  gas  industry,  the  level  and  nature  of  development  and  surface  use 
of  Lessee's  drill  sites  and  the  fact  Lessee's  operations  are  being  conducted  in  or  near  an 
Lessee  utilizes  any  non-electric-powered  equipment  in  its  operations,  including  but  not
